Pedro, Port Townsend and Astoria are obtained from 
the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey. These 
tides are extremely irregular, both as regards interval 
and height. 

The two tides may occur either during the same 
morning or during the same afternoon. 0 h. 00 m. is 
midnight and 12 h.00 m. is noon. An A.M. tide in 
the P.M. column is marked a; a P.M. tide in the 
A.M. column is marked p. To change “ Pacific 
Standard Time” to San Francisco ‘Local Time,” 
subtract 10 minutes. For San Pedro, add 7 minutes. 
For Port Townsend, subtract 11 minutes. For As- 
toria, subtract 15 minutes. The height is reckoned 
from the level of average lower low waters, for which 
the soundings are given on the coast and geodetic 
survey charts. These predicted times are all in 
“Pacific Standard Time,” eight hours slower than 
Greenwich time. The large tide is distinguished by 
the letter 1, and the asterisk (*) denotes that both 
tides are of the same height.

This rule will apply to a crib of any size or kind. 


Two 


cubic feet of good, sound, dry corn in the ear will make a 
bushel of shelled corn. To get, then, the quantity of 
shelled corn in a crib of corn in the ear, measure the length, 
breadth, and height of the crib inside of the rail; multiply 
the length by the breadth, and the product by the height; 
then divide the product by two, and you have the number 
of bushels of shelled corn in the crib. 

To find the number of bushels of apples, potatoes, etc., 
in a bin, multiply the length, breadth, and thickness to- 
gether, and this product by eight, and point off one figure 
in the product for decimals.

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DOMESTIC POSTAGE. 


First CLass.— Letters and all written matter, whether 
sealed or unsealed, and all other matter sealed, nailed, 
sewed, tied, or fastened in any manner so that it cannot be 
easily examined, two cents per ounce or fraction 
thereof. A ‘Special Delivery” ten-cent stamp when 
attached to a letter, in addition to the lawful postage, 
shall entitle the letter to immediate delivery at or within 
one mile of any post-office. Postal cards one cent each, 

SEconp Crass.— All regular newspapers, magazines, 
and other period issued at intervals not exceeding 
three months; the postage is one cent for each four 
ounces, payable by postage stamps. 

Tuirp Cr.ass.— Embraces printed books, pamphlets, 
circulars, engravings, lithographs, proof-sheets and manu- 
script accompanying the same, and all matter of the same 
general character, and not having the character of personal 
correspondence, Circulars produced by hektograph or + 


similar process, or by electric pen, are rated as third class. 
The limit of weight for mail matter of the third class is four 
pounds, except in the case of single books exceeding that | 
weight. ‘The rate of postage on mail matter of the third class 
is one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Fourtu CLas All mailable matter not included in the 
three preceding ses, which is so prepared for mailing as 
to be easily taken from the wrapper and examined, Rate, 
one cent per ounce or fraction thereof, except seeds, 
roots, cuttings, bulbs, plants and scions, which are 1 c. per 
20zs. Limit of weight, 4lbs. Full prepayment compulsory. 
Liquids, and other like injurious matter, not admitted. 

Direct your mail matter to a post-office, writing the 
name of the S/aze plainly; and if to a city, add the street 
and number or post-office box of the person addressed. 
Write or print your name and address, and the contents, 
if a package, upon the upper left-hand corner of all mail 
matter. ‘This will insure its immediate return to you for 
correction, if improperly addressed or insufficiently paid; 
and if it is not called for at destination. If a letter it will 
be returned free. Register all valuable letters and pack- 
ages. Registry fee, eight cents, which, with the 
postage, must be fully prepaid. 

Postar NoTE AND Money OrprER FrEs.— Postal notes, 
three cents each, in denominations of $4.99 and less, pay- 
able to bearer. Such notes are invalid upon the expiration 
of three months from the last day of the month of issue, but 
the holder can after that time get it renewed at the Depart- 
ment at Washington, upon payment of a fee of three cents. 
For Money Orders in denominations of $100 or less, the 
following fees are charged: Orders not exceeding $5, 5c.; 
over $5 to $10, 8c. ; $10 to $15, 10 c.; $15 to $30, 15¢.; 
$30 to $40, 20¢.; $40 to $50, 25 ¢.;. $50 to $60, 30 C.; 
$60 to $70, 35 c.; $70 to $80, 40 c.; $80 to $roo, 45 c. 
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FOREIGN POSTAGE. 


To all parts of the Universal Postal Union (embracing 
nearly every civilized country) : 

On Lerrers, five cents for each half ounce or 
fraction thereof— prepayment optional. Double rates are 
collected on delivery of unpaid or short-paid letters. 

On newspapers, books, pamphlets, photographs, sheet 
music, maps, engravings, and similar printed matter, one 
cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 


To Canapa (including Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Manitoba, and Prince Edward Island): Lr RS, two 
cents for each ounce or fraction thereof; Books, Cir- 
culars, and similar printed matter, one cent for each 
two ounces or fraction thereof; SEconp CLass Mat- 
TER, same as in the United States; SAMPLES AND MErR- 
CHANDISE, one cent per ounce, Packages must not 
exceed 4 lbs. 6 oz. in weight — prepayment compulsory. 


To Mexico: Letters, Postal Cards, and printed matter, 
same rates as in the United States. SAmPLEs, one cent 
per ounce; MERcHANDISE other than Samples can only 
»e sent by Parcel Post. 

Limits oF S1zE AND WeiIGcHT: Packages of samples of 
merchandise to the countries named above (except Great 
sritain, France, Belgium, and Switzerland) must not exceed 
334 Oz., nor measure more than 12 in. in length, 8 in 
oreadth, and 4 in depth; and packages of printed matter 
must not exceed 4 lbs. 60z. Packages of merchandise sam- 
sles to Great Britain, France, Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, 
Austria, Hawaii, and Argentine Republic are limited to 12 
oz. in weight, 12 in. in length, 8 in width, and 4 in depth. 

ages of printed matter to Germanyand Great Britain are 
imited to 2 ft. in length and 1 ft. in each other dimension.
